dle in Water. They met with no Oppoſition from

the Governor, who at firſt ſeemed willing to defend 
it, having an hour's time given him to reſolve upon 
what he had to do, and a Bomb-Ketch being at. the 
ſame time ſent in near the Shoar, he offered to de. 
liver up the City and Caſtle, provided they would 
ſecure to him his Rights and Privileges. Upon 
which Don John Ramos, a Major-General, was itt 
mediately made Governor, who, in a ſolemn manner, 
took poſſeſſion of the Place in the Name of his Cs 
tholick Majeſty. There were found in the Caſtle 
200 Men of the Militia, and 25 Pieces of Cannon. 
Moſt of the days following, till the 27th, were ſpent 
in the landing of Tents, Ammunition, and ſome Ar- 
tillery, in which ſervice the Country People were 
very uſeful ; and great Numbers of the Inhabitants 
of Vieh join'd the Confederate Forces. 
After the Artillery, and heavy Baggage were 
landed, a Council of War was * held on Board 
the Admiral; and his Catholick Majeſty re- 
ſolved to go on Shoar the day following, to encou- 
rage this Expedition by his Preſence, and ſhey 
himſelf to the People of the Country, who came 
from divers Pacts in great Multitudes to ſee him.
